Russians Recapture Wide Area 


MOSCOW, March 30. — 
(AP) — Recapture by the 
Red army of an extensive 
district in the Smolensk sec- 
tor in a two-day battle was 
reported today by Tass, So- 
viet news agency. 

Twenty communities west of 
Moscow were wrested fram. the 
German invaders in the develup- 
ing Russian- offensive on March 
27-28, the agency said. 

Other advices from the front said 
the Germans, vainly striving to re- 
Bain the initiative, lost 2,450 dead 
and many wounded in a five-day 
battle on the Kalinin front north- 
west of Moscow. 


ANNIHILATE FORCE 

Tass said at another point a single 
Russian tank force annihilated 1,500 
Germans and destroyed 14 tanks, 
four cannon and 54 blockhouses in 
10 days. 

Red Star, Russian army news- 
Paper, proudiy said “the initiative 
remains in our hands.” 

At one point of the Kalinin front, 
which has seen some of the blood- 
iest fighting of the winter, it was 
reported a German regiment was 
routed, two battalions were an- 
nihilated and the Germans lost 
more than 1,000 soldiers and of- 
ficers killed. 

The Russians officially reported 
One unit in the Kalinin front battle 
repulsed .the “attack upon its line, 
killed about 500 enemy officers and 
men, put six enemy tanks out of 
action, smashed seven earthworks 
and captured much booty. 


MOSCOW RAIDED 

The German air force raided 
Moscow yesterday for the second 
time this year. One or two planes 
penetrated the city’s roaring de- 
fences and hit a number of houses 
with bombs, causing some casual- 
ties, it was announced. Three Ger- 
man planes were reported destroy- 
ed before the city. 

Moscow last night was raided 
March 6. Prior to that, the city’s 
alarms had not sounded since Dec. 
23.

Donald Gordon, chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
in a speech here today said Can- 
ada's “best organising brains” 
must be harnessed to the task of 
“directing and planning a com- 
pletely co-ordinated and integrat- 
ed economy” for total war pro- 
duction. 

In a luncheon address to the 
Canadian Club, he also warned that 
unless people halted the present 
“buying spree” a “consumer ratine 
ing program” would be necessary. 

Mr. Gordon called for “iron dis- 
cipline and strength of purpose” by 
business and industry to meet the 
demands of total war and asserted 
“this is not a government's war or 
a party war but the people's war.” 


FACE CHALLENGE 

The democracies face a challenge 
to show that under provocation 
they can equal, and, if necessary, 
exceed, “the miracles of produc: 
tion which have been wrung from 
the slave regimentations of the 
dictatorships,” he declared. 

Nothing short of maximum pro- 
duction would do, Mr. Gordon said. 
“Anybody who regulates his effort 
by reference to profit motive is a 
menace to the safety of the etate.” 

He concluded his speech in 
these words: “I am not advocating 
any form of gigantle government 
monopoly of business or industry, 
any more than I advocate collect- 
ive farming or slave labor. 

“On the contrary, I have seen 
nothing in bureaucratic control 
which justified a belief that gov- 
ernment officials could suddenly 
take over the management of busi- 
ness and industry in this country. 
My appeal is for every person res- 
ponsible for any part of our pro 
ductive machinery to sit down with

The new constitution 
must be agreed upon by the In- 
dian people themselves.” 

He said that if the Indian people 
required any help in the constitu- 
tion of their new government, Bri- 
tain would gladly give it. 


“The defence of India is being 
dealt with as a part of the world- 
wide defence against aggression.” he 
said. 

Sir Stafford added that he has 


proposed that India's commander in 
chief, Gen. Sir Archibald Wuveil, 
should retain his position as a mem- 
ber of the executive council. 


INVITED INTO CABINET 


“We have invited the appointment 
of a representative of the Indian 
government to take a position in the 
war cabinet,” he added. “When the 
war is over India’s representatives 
will take their places side by side 
with those of other free nations in 
order to make her own contribution 
to the building of a new wovid 
order.” 

Sir Stafford said that if the pro- 
possls were rejected then nothing 
could be done until after the war. 

“Our proposals are definite and 
precise,” he said. “If they are re-

McNaughton Is 
Back In Britain 
To Resume Post 


A BRITISH PORT, March 30— 
(CP)—Lt. Gen. A, G, L Me- 
Naughton, fresh from conferences 
in Ottawa and Washington and 
an inspection of Canada's war in- 
dustry, has arrived back in Brit- 
ain aboard a troopship. With him 
came new thousands of Canadian 
fighting men.

The force would be built up to 
three infantry divisions, two arm- 
ored divisions, two army .ank bri- 
gades, with al] corps army lines of 
communication and base units ad- 
ditional. 

The formations required are 
being trained in Canada and 
will be brought overseas as 
tapidly an shipping is available, 
he said. 

Of his trip to Canada and Wash. 
ington, the General had this to say: 
“It was an extremely valuable 
trip, one in which we accomplished 
a great deal which should help us 
over here | feel sure the decisions 
taken will bring useful results.

FIGHT FOR POSITION 

The entire campaign since last 
December has been a struggle for 
position and in this the Russians 
have been notably successful. The 
measure of their progress is less 
in distance gained than in the 
positions occupied. The Russians 
have concentrated against railroad 
and highways centres. Their lat- 
eral and north and south communi- 
cations lines have been greatly 
strengthened and the German lines 
correspondingly weakened. 


Hitler's forces have been knock- 
ed out of points which the high 
command had intended to hold 
during the long Russian winter. 
German strategy was to hold the 
front fairly stable during that 
period while vast reserves were 
prepared for a crushing blow in 
the spring. 

The Russians, by their unexpected 
power of attack, upset this plan 
completely. There was no respite, 
no breathing spell for the Ger- 
mans. There is well-founded sus- 
picion that the Germans were forc- 
€d to use up a considerable part of 
the men and material they had been 
saving up for the spring drive. 
They have lost heavily in both. 


CAN’T TRANSFER MEN 

The extent of their losses and 
the amount of replacemeats they 
have been able to scrape up will 
not be manifest until and if the big 
push Starts. Hitler has been re- 
cruiting labor and forcing workers 
of occupied countries into service 
to release men for military duty. 
He is also reported to be levying 
troops from his satellites in south- 
eastern Europe, 

Events of the winter, however, 
have made it manifest that Hitler 
will not be able to rest on his arms 
in central and northern Russia 
this summer and transfer a large 
part of his effectives to the 
south. The Russian offensive has 
not spent its forces, as exempli- 
fied by the latest success claimed 
by Moscow in the Talinin area 
northwest of Moscow. 

So long as Hitler is unable to cut 
the northern supply line to Mur- 
mansk and Archangel, the Russiane 
are assured a steady flow of essen: 
tial material from Britain and the 
United States. Efforts are being 
made to step up this flow because 
of the vital role Russia is destined 
to play in the defeat of Hitler. 

The latter's concern over this 
aspect was shown last week by 
German activity in the Murmansk 
region and was demonstrated again 
today by a German broadcast des: 
eribing an attack by destroyers on 
an Allied convoy bound for Rus- 
sia.

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The Reserves Need Men 


Married men between the ages of 30 
and 35 years are now eligible for enlist- 
ment in units of the Reserve army. 
Hitherto only boys under 19 and men over 
35 were qualified. The reasons for low- 
ering the latter age limit in the case of 
married men have not been given out, but 
one may be surmised. It is important 
that these units be brought up to full 
strength in the shortest possible time, and 
younger rather than older recruits are of 
course preferable. Whatever other con- 
siderations were involved, the urgency of 
filling up the ranks quickly was no doubt 
in view. There should be no question 
about this object being attained. 

Spring is opening and the lengthening 
days will from now on give good oppor- 
tunity for training in the evenings. The 
annual camping season is approaching, 
and those who join now will have the 
advantage of securing a fair amount of 
training before going under canvas.

This May Help 


An official of the United States Gov- 
ernment says the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey had developed a synthetic rubber 
that was cheaper, better, and more plenti- 
ful than any the Nazis had, and had 
turned the secret over to German inter- 
ests, before the United States entered the 
war. 

Not, he said, because the company was 
pro-Nazi, but in exchange for reciprocal 
concessions and for business reasons. “The 
sole motive was an attempt on the part of 
Standard Oil to get a protected market 
(for other products), to eliminate inde- 
pendent competition, and to restrict pro- 
duction in world markets in order to main- 
tain that control”. 

The deal between Standard Oil and the 
German dye trust had been ended, the 
official stated, and the company has 
agreed to turn over to American industry 
its patents on synthetic rubber. 

Another, and very important, result 
of Japan’s action in drawing the United 
States into the war is thus disclosed and 
‘can be turned to account. When the deal 
was made there was no Shortage of real 
rubber, and no prospect of any shortage. 
In seizing the main source of supply in 
the East Indies, Japan unintentionally 
started forces into action which will help 
to make its monopoly less militarily im- 
portant to itself and its enemies. 

If the ersatz rubber is as good as 
claimed, large scale production may be 
expected to get under way quickly. 


A Tokyo Outpost Destroyed 


It is disclosed that United States “task” 
forces of warships and planes some weeks 
ago visited Wake Island and Marcus 
Island, and wiped out the Japanese gar- 
risons, shore installations and naval and 
air craft. Following the similar and also 
successful raids on the Gilbert and Mar- 
shall Islands, this operation is calculated 
to impress Tokyo with the fact that Japan 
itself and its far-flung communication lines 
to the South Pacific are only conditionally 
immune from attack, and that these con- 
ditions are very liable to change. 

Marcus Island lies within one thousand 
miles of the Japanese capital. It was an 
outpost from which the approach of 
enemy sea or air forces could be detected. 
The outpost gone, Tokyo promptly blacked 
out for several nights. Having been once 
destroyed, the observation post is liable 
to be destroyed again if and as often «as 
it may be re-garrisoned and equipped. If 
it is not re-established, the enemy will 
have to depend upon patrol planes and 
ships based on the Japanese coast and 
nearby islands to guard against unwarned 
raids or invasion. 

Berlin reports a naval writer as warn- 
ing the Japanese people and their masters 
that certain dangers are inherent in the 
strategy of tieing up great numbers of 
ships and planes in a theatre thousands 
of miles from home. The raids on these 
islands will point the moral, and do some- 
thing to lessen the cocksureness of the war 
directors. 

If the British Empire could not be 
strong everywhere, neither can Japan be. 


The Gambler's Choice 


Sweden is said to be mobilizing its 
troops in fear of invasion by Nazi forces. 
Turkey is on the alert because of the same 
fear. The Russians expect a great spring 
counter-offensive to be launched against 
them. Britain suspects a drive may come 
that way. 

All this is to say that the initiative still 
rests with the enemy. Hitler’s machine is 
still strong, strong enough to attack in 
any of these directions, The fact is recog- 
nized by the preparations being made in 
each quarter to resist the blow. Holding 
the central position, the Fuehrer is able to 
keep his enemies from concentrating their 
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power on any front. They have to guard 
all fronts, at the expense of keeping their 
forces divided. 

But this advantage Hitler cannot keep 
indefinitely. He must strike in some di- 
rection, or suffer the wasting effects of at- 
trition. That he is strong enough to carry 
offensives in two quarters at once is im- 
probable. And, in whichever direction he 
moves, he will be open to attack in «the 
rear, An all-out drive against Russia, Bri- 
tain or the Near East would require the 
withdrawing of some garrison troops from 
occupied countries, leaving his ramshackle 
empire vulnerable in one place or another. 

Whether the Allies have yet mustered 
enough equipment to take advantage of 
such an opportunity Hitler would much 
like to know, and is not being told. He 
must guess, and since he cannot stand 
Still he must stake his fortunes on the 
guess. While he has the initiative, it is a 
gambler’s choice, and involves dangers 
which he did not have to consider a year 
ago, when he could—and did—throw his 
weight wherever his “intuitions” led.

Mr. Lacombe, who composes the Can- 
ada party, says somebody punched him 
after he had been ejected from the House 
of Commons.

The Nazis have apparently decided that 
South American sympathy is lost to them.

Now 
there are anti-Nazi riots in Chile and 
Argentina, while Brazil threatens to pro- 
claim hostilities. 


Australian and American airmen are 
trading blow for blow with the Japanese 
on the approaches to the island continent. 
The regularity with which they bomb en- 
emy bases in New Guinea, New Britain and 
Timor shows that planes in numbers have 
reached them, and bespeaks confidente as 
well that more machines will arrive to 
make up for losses. At the moment the 
question seems to be not when the Jap- 
anese will invade Australia but whether 
they can. Planes saved Britain from in- 
vasion. The Torres Strait may prove to be 
another English Channel.

While it is still possible for us 
to lose the war and while further 
setbacks and defeats are still in- 
evitable and while only hercu- 
lean efforts and sacrifices on the 
part of every one of us will bring 
victory, this week the pendulum 
of hope swung definitely upward. 

There was apparent, for in- 
stance, in despatches from Britain 
new and encour- 
aging evidence 
that the British 
government, 
stimulated, pos- 
sibly, by its cri- 
tics, had begun 
to envision the 
war as a world 
struggle and not 
as an exclusive- 
ly European and 
sens affair. 

his is not to 
say, of course, Harold L. Weir 
that the British Government had 
ever completely ignored the 
Pacific front. But it is only 
within the past few days that 
Britain appears to have recog- 
nized that front as a major one 
On a parity of threat and menace 
with the European conflict. 

The second element of hope 
was seen, this Week, in evidence 
that the United States is begin- 
ning to harness her stupendous 
energy and resources to the war 
effort, 

A new vigor and offensive 
spirit was manifested in every 
area in which her forces are 
engaged, 

Full Resources 

It became evident, at long last, 
that the two greatest and most 
powerful national entities on 
earth had begun to throw into 
the struggle, alongside their 
magnificent Russian ally, re- 
sources and energy that must, in 
the end, be irresistible, 

The Russian situation offered 
further encouragement. Russian 
victories continued, And it began 
to be apparent that unless Hitler 
can drum up a much greater 
measure of assistance among his 
reluctant vassal states than any- 
one expects, he would have to 
begin his vanuted “Spring offen- 
sive” with a weakened and in- 
ferior force, as compared to the 
huge army with which he invad- 
ed Russia originally. 

Of course, renewed air attacks 
on England indicate a desire on 
the part of Hitler to keep Can- 
adian forces immobilized in the 
British Isles so that they could 
not be withdrawn for Pacific 
service, This anxiety to keep 
England apprehensive of attack 
or invasion very probably indi- 
eates some major action in an- 
other part of the world. 

It is probably a good guess that 
at the very moment Hitler 
launches his Spring offensive, 
the Japanese will begin a con- 
certed drive against Asiatic Rus- 
sia and possibly Alaska and the 
Canadian Pacific coast. 

Indeed, it is impossible to be- 
lieve that the Japanese would 
dare to attack Asiatic Russia 
without supplementary or comp- 
lementary attacks, rather, upon 
Alaska and our Pacific coast. To 
neglect these precautions would 
lay them open to a dangerous 
flank attack, 


Total War 


But among these. encouraging 
signs, this week, the most en- 
couraging came from Ottawa, 

The Dominion Government set 
out, in a resolute and positive 
way, to place this entire country 
on a total war footing, 

Measures were passed amount- 
ing to virtual conscription of all 


manpower in the country for de- |} 
fence purposes. If the measures 
are implemented, all non-essens 
tial industry will eventually dis- 


appear and persons employed in 


to engage in war work of one 
kind or another, belligerent or 


non-belligerent, or starve to 
death, 
Altogether, it was the most 


heartening move Ottawa has yet 
made, And its value depends, not 
entirely upon the nature of the 
steps taken, but on the force and 
vigor of them. 

The Canadian people will not 
be disturbed if their Government 
makes mistakes. They would 
have been highly disturbed and 
dangerously discontented had 
their Government remained ap- 
parently asleep. 

There may be much in these 
measures to be disapproved. 
Many will think Ottawa has not 
gone far enough, But we cannot 
quarrel with the resolute spirit of 
total war, no matter what form it 
takes or does not take, 


Plebiscite 


And just one word about the 
plebiscite on April 27. Every per- 
son in this country has the right 
to vote in this matter as his con- 
science dictates, 

But those who are stumping 
the country for an adverse vote 
on this referendum should know 
that a desperate and harassed 
Government is much more likely 
to invoke harsh and pre-emptory 
measures than a Government 
that feels it is enjoying the co- 
operation of the people. 

This is a democratic country. 
People can vote as they please. 
But opponents of the plebiscite 
are simply asking for a rough, 
tough time, 

This is not a threat, It is a 
promise, 

Horse Racing 

And now, the mail bag: 

Mrs, R. S. T., Edmonton: What 
do you think of the City Coun- 
cil’s decision to permit horse 
racing in Edmonton this sum- 
mer? 

Horse racing is one of the 
major sports, Anyone who loves 
horses can get a wholesome thrill 
out of a good, honest, lively race. 

But horse-race betting, with 
the pari-mutuel machines, is the 
worst kind of a sucker’s game, It 
exemplifies as thoroughly as 
anything I know what is said to 
be the motto of the professional 
crook, “Never give the sucker an 
even break.” 

A pari-mutuel bet, under pre- 
sent circumstances, is a much 
worse investment than stock in a 
phony gold mine. 

It would seem to me that, 
under war conditions, the con- 
tinuance of horse races that 
imply pari-mutuel betting is 
gross negligence of the welfare 
of the Edmonton public, 

As a general thing, I am 
against prohibitions of any kind. 
But certain things have to be 
prohibited, murder and theft and 
burglary, for instance. I would 
include pari-mutuel betting un- 
der the latter category, 


Blood Donors 


It has been drawn to my at- 
tention that the Red Cross in 
this district still needs the blood 
of a great many healthy men 
and women for the treatment of 
those who are injured in the 
fury of war. 

It is to be noted that this blood 
js not used for transfusions, in 
the ordinary meaning of the 
term. It is processed and dried 
and manufactured into a sub- 
stance called “plasma” which is 
eminently useful in saving sol- 
diers and civilians whose lives 
have been endangered by shock. 


In all previous wars, as in 
times of peace, any violence to 
the human body, whether in 


emergency operations or through 
wounds, has resulted in a tragic- 
ally high death incidence. 

The use of this processed blood 
has reduced that death rate 
enormously, Many a_ gallant 
young fellow, shot down over 
England, or rescued, torn and 
bleeding from a burning plane,

Cheers Emnire 
To New Drive 


LONDON, March 30,— (CP) — 
The King told his people in a 
broadcast Saturday night—on the 
eve of an Empire day of prayer— 
that “there cdn be no peace until 
the wicked forces that have 
wrecked the world are cast down 
and ullerly destroyed.” 

He said there were moments, no 
doubt, when some of us may not 
feel as fresh as we were 2' years 
ago when we started at the bottom 
of the hill, 

“But don’t forget that we are also 
much nearer the top. 

“United in close comradeship 
with our brothers and sisters overs 
seas and with our mighty and vali- 
ant allies, we shall go forward to- 
gether undaunted ,and unwearied 
until our task is accomplished. 
| “In our prayers, let us thank 


Almighty God for bringing us thus 
far in safety through so many 
dangers and let us ask Him to give 
us that spiritual strength which 
great causes deserve and with 
which the conquered survive.” 


STANDING FIRM 

His Majesty recalled that since 
his last broadcast six months ago 
the Empire had gone through hard 
and anxious times. Peoples who 
had long enjoyed peace and prose 
perity under the British flag had 
been subjected to the horrors of 
war. However, he said, he knew 
that the peoples of Australia, New 
Zealand, India and Burma were 
facing their ordeal with the same 
unflinching spirit displayed by the 
mother country. 

“We shall give them every help 
in our power, and we are glad to 
know that strong American forces 
are already ranged at their side,’ 
the King said. 


ALL MAKE MISTAKES 


His Majesty touched on the quest- 
ion of criticism of the war effort, 
saying: “We all make mistakes, but 
let us be certain that we ourselves 
are doing our utmost before we 
waste time and energy in finding 
fault with others.” 

He said, however, that searchings 
of heart in times of stress were a 
good thing, particularly if they 
could be used as a spur to great 
effort, He added that although a 
great deal had already been 
achieved, there is a great deal more 
to be done. 

“We can, and must, quicken the 
pace, for speed is the essence uf 
modern war,” His Majesty contin- 
ued. “. . . I ask you to go to your 
tasks in the critical months ahead 
with a new fire, with fresh confi- 
dence in yourselves and in one an- 
other.”

“This indeed is the worst news the 
Japanese have had.” 


The Hindustan Standard, left 
wing Indian paper, said: 

“Under the scheme there is no 
longer to be an India, India is to 


break into three distinct units— 
Hindustan, Pakistan and Princes- 
tan.” 


Amrita Bazar Patrika, India’s 
oldest newspaper and a Congress 
party organ, urged that the emerg- 
ency government in India be a na- 
tional government in’ the full sense 
of the term with full powers and in 
a position to mobilize moral and 
material resources of the nation for 
effectively fighting the enemy. 

The Bombay Chronicle, also a 
Congress party organ, expressed the 
view that the new treaties may “set 
up hundreds of Ulsters in India.”

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Russian Front 
All - Important 
To Democracy 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., March 30. 
—(CP)—Lord Beaverbrook, in the 
United States to speed lend-lease 
ald to the Allies, Sunday night 
singled out the Russian front as 
the one on which “the hopes of 
humanity” are centred and urged 
that all possible supplies be sent 
to this “most critical battlefront 
in the history of civilization.” 

The British lend-lease co-ordin- 
ator said that Prime Minister Chur- 
chill, President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King of Canada 
are fully aware of the need. 

“We recognize the opportunity 
presented by the epic battle of the 
Russians,” Lord Beaverbrook said in 
a broadcast to Canada, 


SERIOUS DANGER 

“If the Russian armies were scat- 
tered beyond the Urals, all our 
hopes would be scattered too, Nazi 
Germany would possess the sinews 
to fight a war that would be long 
indeed, and ravenous Japan would 
set new and distant horigons.” 

After suffering “all the vexa- 
tions of defeat and retreat,” Lord 
Beaverbrook said, “the cry goes 
up now for offensive action. This 
is the proper mood for great na- 
tions who are resolved to remain 
great.” 

“It was the Russians who dictated 
the terms of total war.” 

Lord Beaverbrook praised the 
“high courage and mighty devotion 
to homeland” displayed by the Rus- 
sians when Moscow was threatened, 
and declared that the battle of 1942, 
unlike the 1941 defensive, offers a 
chance to smash Germany. 

“The resolve of Britain, Canada 
and America must be to play our 
{ull part in this first, deadly, offen- 
sive stroke against the boasting 
enemy,” he continued. 


DEFENDS CHURCHILL 

Lord Beaverbrook defended his 
prime minister vigorously. “Too 
often Churchill has been criticized 
and condemned by those who know 
nothing of his difficulties,” he said. 

“Too often he has been held res 
ponsible for issues that did not 
concern him. Too many times he 
has been told to guide the airplane 
by those who have never flown. ... 

“And I would tell the Canadian 
people now and here when the 
hill is steep and the road is long, 
of the benefits 1 ‘have derived 
from serving under that old war 
horse, the prime minister. - . .

“And let us be confident—he will 
guide us through the battle and the

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Cigarette Tax 
Easy To Collect 


Making out one’s tax in triplicate 
is a troublesome business. The 
forms cost the government (i.e. the 
taxpayer) money to print. And 
the taxpayer ultimately pays also 
the salaries and overhead of the 
gmall army of auditors whom he 
sees in imagination relentlessly 
checking over the forms he has 
made out. 

Collecting taxes through cigar 
ettes, on the other hand, is sime 
plicity itself. The manufacturer 
buys an excise stamp (i.e. pays the 
tax) before the cigarettes go on the 
market. The stamp is, in effect, 
the government's receipt for somes 
thing over half a cent for each cig- 
| arette in the package. 

Thus the government has the use 
of the cash before the smoker re- 
imburses the manufacturer by pure 
chasing the cigarettes—and the 
stamp, And few smokers even reae 
lize that they are thus making a 
daily cash contribution to Canada’s 
jwar effort!

When Klondike 


A relic of the days, 44 years 
ago, when a journey to the Yukon 
was a hasardous undertaking of 
weeks or months is now in the of- 
fices of the C.P. Airlines in the 
CPR. building. 

It is a Klondike medicine case 
that was found by Ted Field, divi- 
siona] superintendent, Yukon divi- 

sion, C.P. Airlines, when he was at 
Lower Post, south of Watson Lake, 
B.C., two years ago. 

Pilot Field had occasion to go in 
an old, long abandoned shack, when 
he discovered the old tin box. 


Tt was later ascertained the medi- 
cine case is one issued to members 
of the Royal North West Mounted 
Police when the force was blazing 
what is known as the Moody trail, 
ALL-CANADIAN ROUTE 

This trail was blazed to make an 
all-Canadian route over which to 
bring prisoners from the Yukon 
Territory down to the provinces to 
stand trial or serve sentences. 

In those days it led to interna- 
tional complications to cross United 
States territory with armed guards, 
Until the Moody trail was blazed it 
had been, necessary to cross parts of 
lower Alaska 

The box contained 16 kinds of 


medicines and remedies, in tablet 
form, ranging all the way from

toothache remedies to “tonic” tablets, 
“anseau” powder and mosquito-bite 
prevention, 

There were also morphine tablets 
for “severe pain.” Quinine was 
also contained in the “magic” box. 

The standard dose recommended 
for most ailments was: “What will 
go On the point of a knife, every 
hour until relieved.” 

The box, made of heavy tin or 
sheet iron, is about 14x6 inches and 
divided into compartments. 


TABLET MEDICINES 

The tablet medicines were con- 
tained in 16 small vials that slide 
into metal sleeves. There are sev- 
eral large compartments in the 
other side of the box. for bandages 
and salves. Some of the glass 
vials, filled with tablets, are still 
in the box, 

Directions are printed on a sheet 
glued to the lid of the box. 

Pilot Field was himself pioneer- 
ing a route. But it was not a route 
for dog teams and snowshves. It 
was the route over which the 
stately, swift ships of the skies now 
roar between civilization and the 
far northern outposts. 

The old Moody trail, over which 
the Mounties slowly brought home 
Itheir men, ran between Edmonton, 
lPeace River Crossing.

Gen- 
erally the patient is of the nervous 
type, and he may therefore have 


been advised that his trouble is all | 


in his nerves, 

Digestive disturbances of various 
kinds are a prominent part of the 
picture and when the patient tries 
to diagnose himself he is likely to 
make the mistake of thinking he 
has stomach trouble. 

The symptoms of an irritable 
colon are variable and a symptom 
here today may be gone tomorrow, 
with a new one to take its place. 
However, some of the common 
symptoms are: tenderness or sore. 
nese in one part of the colon or 
seemingly in all parts; disturbances 
after eating such as flatulence, 
belching or a gnawing feeling; 
nervous irritability; and cold hands 
and feet. 

This type of colon undergoes 
periods of hyper-irritability when 
the patient is placed under any 
strain and during these periods, the 
patient becomes all too conscious 
that something is wrong in the 
abdominal area. As the irritable 
phase quiets down, the abdominal 
distress also subsides. 

As a general rule, this irritable 
phase follows the use of an un- 
wise meal, or emotional or nervous 
strain over money matters or fam- 
ily troubles, or strenuous éxercise, 
The foods seemingly having the 
most power to bring on the irrit- 
able phase are the raw salads, fruit 
skins, highly seasoned foods, and 
foods difficult to digest because 
they are greasy, or because they 
are rich mixtures of sugar, starch 
and some type of cooking fat or oil, 
Generally the patient has the most 
trouble with the raw salads, as 
these foods contain enough rough- 
uge to irritate the colon having this 
tendency to become tender. 

The typical patiént with an ir- 
ritable colon does brain work, lives 
on a mental tension, eats unwisely, 
stays up too late at night and de. 
pends upon laxatives to correct the 
constipation so often present, 

Irritability of the colon may be 
overcome when the patient is will- 
ing to eat wisely, to keep the colon 
clean for a time with enemas which 
do not frritate it, and to make an 
effort to maintain emotional con- 
trol. In some cases, additional treat- 
ment is required, but the chances 
of returning the colen to normal 
are particularly good when the 
patient is willing to follow instruc- 
tions for a long enough time. The 
average irritable colon will settle 
down to a peaceful existence if the 
patient will only take away the 
things which are interfering with 
normal action of this organ and 
which are whipping it up to such 
a state of excitement that it may 
be correctly called “irritable”.

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OFFENSIVE SPIRIT STRONG IN TROOPS 


Canadian

WITH THE CANADIAN ARMY 
—(Overseas)—As another inva- 


sion season—perhaps more dan- 


gerous, certainly still crucial— 
rushes upon the British Isles, the 
Canadian Corps is a_ waiting 
threat of eager, even hopeful bel- 
ligerency. There is challenge 
and confidence in every hard- 
heeled stride. A new sense of 
urgency and expectation is about 
them. Hong Kong is in their 
hearts. The distant roll of 
other men’s guns is in their ears, 
from Russia, from Libya, from 
Malaya, Borneo and Singapore. 
They curse every campaign as if 
the very name were a taunt 

But now there is an air of 
belt-tightening, of inner girding, 
even of secret licking of lips of 
men who volunteered to fight and 
who have been deprived of action, 

They are satisfied now that they 
hold a position of first importance 
in the world conflict. They have 
no illusions about the terrible 
intensity of the attack on Eng- 
land if it comes. They are weigh: 
ing the possibilities and wagering 
on the chances. 

Will Hitler invade England this 
apring as his last hope for a 
clean-cut Nazi victory? 

Or will he risk a long-drawn 
war against mounting Allied 
might in the meagre hope of 
snatching half a victory from the 
wreckage of half a world? 

This is neither the usual spring: 
time scare-mongering of a sides 
line critic with an invasion com- 
plex, nor it is a wishful thinkers 
impression of the arrogantly ag: 
gressive spirit of the Canadian. 


EXUDE RESOLUTE PURPOSE 

All the buoyancy of the typical 
last-war Canadian shock-trooper 
in pre-battle hours is running high 
in the “Canadian country”. They 

are in a defiant, war-whetted 
mood. As they wait—or rather, 
work from dawn till dark and 
often until dawn again — in the 
wings of what can be the bloods 
jest arena of all time, and the 
most critical of all theatres of all 
British wars, the Canadians have 
suddenly thrown off the irritation 
and sense of frustration of the 
months behind, They exude reso- 
lute purpose. 

Nothing spectacular occurred. 
No highly hush-hush and impres- 
sive intelligence report whispered 
that invasion was on the cards. 
In the inevitable manner of arm- 
ies the strategic conception in 
high places of Hitler's strictly 
two-pronged road in this spring 
of 1942, has passed through the 
officers’ messes down to the last 
man in the rear-most rank of the 
Canadian Corps. That is all. 

At the wind-up of the invalu- 
able grand-scale battle practices 
of last summer and autumn, 
Lieut.-Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton 
sent the Canadian Corps back to 
their training grounds to absorb 
the lessons learned. They have 
been kept at it throughout the 
winter, first by Major-Gen. G. R, 
Pearkes, V.C. who took over 
when General McNaughton be- 
came ill, and then by Lieut.-Gen. 
H. D. G. Crerar, D.S.0., who be- 
came acting corps Commander at 
the end of the year. As interest- 
ing new field tactics and training 
innovations were instilled and de- 
veloped, Genera] Crerar adopted 
a frank policy of spreading his 
personal conception of Nazi stra- 
tegy through the Corps. 

FIRST LINE DEFENCE TROOPS 

Every Canadian private soldier 
always knew in some degree, 
vaguely or clearly, why the Ca- 
nadian Corps has been held, these 
long, but valuable training 
months, as first-line defence 
troops. They always sensed that 
Hitler could win this war if he 
knocked out Britain, and that he 
might try. 

But now the Canadians see it 
more sharply. They see that the 
great Nazi crisis is upon Hitler. 
(Japan affects it little, but Ruse 
sian resistance and the entrance 
of the United States a tremendous 
dea)), They realize that a suc- 
cessful iiuvasion is more than ever 
a first essential to a Hitler tri- 
umph, They think it has become 
the only—and last—hope of a 
frantic gambler to snatch victory 
before the swelling power of Al- 
lied men, guns and gear can over- 
whelm him. And that is somes 
thing as irrevocable as fate. 

Will Hitler mount that all-out 
invasion of England? 

Or, bloodily thwarted in his de- 
signs, on the immense and essen- 
tial war resources of Russia and 
the Caucasus—and with Russia 
now a menace instead of a potene 
tial victim—will the most reckless 
war lord of modern times be cone 
tent to play safe? To cling to the 
slim hope of holding his gains at 
some remote peace conference? 

Hitler now has only those two 
decisions. In that respect the 
gambler is inuch worse off than 
he was in the spring of 1941, 
UNITED STATES , 

MIGHT PILES UP 

Then he did not have the full 
might of the United States pil- 
ing up against him for a black 
future, Russia was contemptu- 
ously considered a secondary 
campaign. The British Empire 
could not yet see final victory 
shining at the far end of the 
bloody corridor of Time, as its 
embattled nations now can. And 
in the overall sweep of hig 
changed prospects, it is surpris- 
ing how little effect the entrance 
of Japan, the world’s tempestu- 
ous war-stage, has had on the 
real crux of the conflict. 

A year ago Hitler had three 
roads he might take. 

(1) He could fight a prolonged 

war and attempt to come out 

at the end with the bulk of his 
spoils, perhaps his most dan- 

@eroug strategy even then.

(2) He could take the big risk 
and attempt, to crush the 
British Isles, but the danger of 
complete defeat as penalty for 
failure deterred him. 

(3) He could assault Russia, 
gain control of the Ukraine 
and the environs of the Cau- 
casus and the Black Sea, and 
providing the Axis could also 
control the Mediterranean, he 
could then create a gigantic 
Nazi empire, economically self- 
contained and immune from 
outward attack, which might 
have stood for 100 years. 


THE OBVIOUS 


* COURSE—RUSSIA 


It did not require a skilled 
6trategist, even in the spring of 
1941, to see the obvious course— 
Russia. 

Hitler has tried that third road, 
and lost both phases. He failed to 
wrest the necessary rich oil and 
gtain regions from the Russians. 
though he poured men and equip- 
ment into the battle against frosts, 
versts and Soviets with blind dis- 
regard for the penalty of ignoring 
the arithmetic of slaughter. Even 
if he had succeeded, he has still 
failed to gain free use of the 
Mediterranean — which he must 
have to make his giant dream- 
empire workable. For, so long as 
Britain stands as a menace in the 
Atlantic, the basin of the Mediter- 
ranean for Nazi shipping is imper- 
ative if his great economic domain 
is to be safe and self-sustained. 

So, in the spring of 1942, there 
are two roads left. 

At least, that is how the Canad- 
ian Corps has been looking at the 
world-map and seeking to guess 
enemy strategy. They are secing it 
with Hitler’s eyes. They have been 
pondering a way cut of his trap 
for him. They see that Time, that 
factor always so powerful in 
struggles between nations, again 


holds the scales — against Hitler, 
if he waits. And British arms and 
the resolute spirit of an unawed 
people, are against him if he dares 
the great gamble. 

He might, but it is only a hope. 
still win that half-victory by 
avoiding the all-or-nothing haz- 
ard of an assault on the British 
Isles, which it would likely con- 
stitute. But if he shrinks from it 
he risks the results of the long 
roll of events. And the irresistible 
strength, one, two or three years 
ahead, of the combined man and 
munition-power of the United 
States, Russia and the British Em- 
pire, must loom like the engulfing 
night of Doom itself. That way, it 
seems certain, lies unconditional 
surrender at the blood-bought 
end. 

The Canadians can only see that 
one road by which a desperate 
man—and Hitler is one by both 
temperament and situation—can 
still hope to attain victory—Eng- 
land! 

Will he mine-wall the English 
Channel, seek to create a passable 
surface corridor, and also come 
swarming over England with a 
winged horde? Will he try to re- 
peat Crete on gigantic scale? 


NO CANADIAN 
DOUBTS OUTCOME 


No Canadian, in his present. 


jeering and defiant mood, doubts 
what the outcome will be. Per- 
haps there is some wishful think- 
ing in it, mingled with vast regret 
for the inevitable devastation and 
destruction, but the most confirm- 
ed sceptic agrees that there is at 
least a 50-50 chance that Hitler 
will make his great gamble, There 
are those who remember his reck- 
less propensities, and his utter 
callousness toward the human 
cost, who argue that the chances 
are greater than that.

tainty, and at once, that the prom- 
ise had already been made to 
Japan before Nippon launched 
its attack on Pearl Harbor, Japan, 
they say, is led by a reckless mili- 
tary caste, but they would not 
have been that foolhardy without 
Nazi assurance that a grand-scale 
assault on Britain would be made 
before Japanese resources could 
be depleted, 

Still others declare that a 
spring invasion will be mounted, 
it only as a measure to deter any 
offensive plans» we may have in 
mind in the west, while the death- 
grapple continues in the east. 


EXPECT NO HALF MEASURES 

But Canadians are generally ad- 
herents of the belief that the Nazi 
invasion, if it is attempted, will 
not be a mere delaying assault, 
They are blitz-minded themselves, 
and they do not expect Hitler to 
adopt half-measures. They hold 
that the only method of defeating 
the Nazis in the field is to use, or 
improve on the German’s own 
tactics—the furious, all-out intens- 
ity of attack which gave modern 
‘war-nomenclature the word “blitz- 
krieg,” and the sustained speed and 
power of which are its secrets, 
Individually, the Canadians have 
been struggling to acquire the dis- 
passionate fight-and-kill ruthless 
ness of the Commandos. As a 
fighting machine, the Corps will 
assault with all the power and 
weight of metal which industrial- 
ization can give it. And so they 
are waiting for a combined sea 
and air assault which will attempt 
to reach, and then to sustain a 
hurricane fury that is not yet con- 
ceivable, 

The Canadians are realists. 
They envison Hitler hurling 
clouds of his most fanatical fol- 
lowers over chosen areas in suie 
cidal transports and sacrificial 
gliders. They think he will be 
Prepared to lose seaborne troops 
in tens of thousands in the Chan- 
nel in the effort to establish a 
surface bridgehead. They believe 
it will be swift and terrible, but 
not prolonged. Hitler will ejther 
win in a single, world-shattering 
coup, or he will suffer such appal- 
ling casualties in the first few 
hours that even the Butcher of 
Berchtesgaden will recoil from 
the carnage. 


CORPS I8 READY 

The Canadian Corps is ‘ready. 
They are trained as no Canadian 
troops ever had the chance to be 
trained in the last war. Despite 
their long spell of duty as defence 
troops they have retained their 
natural offensive spirit; their 
idea of defence is to mount an 
attack and oust or kill the ate 
tacker. The Nazis will find them 
a startling combination; they are 
modern shock-troopers with the 
lone-hawk fighting skill of a 
guerilla and tho team-spirit of a 
Commando. Even an observer 
lacking the keen discernment of 
military experience can see their 
troop-quality; they are steady and 
hard; they give the stranger a 
Jevel-eyed appraisal from a poise 
of conscious fighting competence 
and complete self-reliance 


CORPS COMFORTS BRITISH 

In the face of that threat of 
spring, it is not vainglorious to 
repeat that the latent power and 
leashed strength of the Canadian 
Corps is a vast comfort to the 
British people. As Winston 
Churchil] said, he sleeps better at 
night knowing they are there. 
Apart entirely from their fighting 
repute, there is the fact that prob- 
ably no Allied formation has been 
so rigidly and successfully held 
together as a compact entity. No 
Allied unit can mount greater 
shock power, is any better train- 
ed, or armed or led, or has been 
less depleted by the demands of 
other campaigns, than the Cans 
adian Corps, 

If invasion does not come, the 
realization of how desperately 
Hitler needs that crucial, all- 
dominant key victory has been a 
tremendous spring tonic. Prepara- 
tions to withstand the shock and 
strain of the confused battle 
Scene they envision has inyigore 
ated the entire Corps; every Cane 
adian is tensed and on his toes. 
They will be all the tougher, all 
the better steeled and fitted for 
what the ebb and flow of war's 
tide does bring to them,

Men’s Suits, 1942 Wartime Model 
Reveal Widespread Restrictioris 


By TOM SHANDRO 

In spite of eight restrictions 
and 30 eliminations facing the 
manufacture of a man’s three- 
piece suit as from May 1, it will 
require close scrutiny before a 
curious person will be able to 
distinguish between the Victory 


| suit and the ofdinary run-of-the- 


mine suit now being worn. 

Administrator's order No. A 39, 
issued recently by the. Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, becOmes 
effective on May 1, for tailor-made 
Suits and on August 1, for made-to- 
measure suits. 

Indications are that there will be 
no fanfare or commotion about the 
transition from the old to the new 
style. Evident changes will be 
few. Possibly the most prominent 
absentee will be the trouser cuff 
and the sleeve buttons. 

Vest pencil pockets, though hard- 
ly aS apparent to the eye as the 
cuffs and buttons, will be reached 
for on numerous occasions before 
the owner gets wise to himself, 


HERE ARE DETAILS 

Suit coat lengths are based on a 
28% inch length for a size 38 coal, 
with one-half inch added in length 
to every two sizes. This will com- 
fortably include all men of ordé- 
nary build. 

The coats will have no more than 
one inside breast pocket and turn- 
ups for sleeves and bottoms shall 
not be more than one-and-one-half 
inches. Both these restrictions are 
well within the range of most or- 
dinary suits. 

Ten features, most of them of the 
“overdone” variety, will be elim- 
inated from the Victory suit coat. 
There will be no more belted coats 
or coats with bi-swings or pleated 
backs. Patch pockets, inside bel- 
lows, vents and cash pockets either 
on outside or inside facing are 
taboo. 

Chin stitching on vent of sleeves 
and chest stitching and design On 
body lining are also a thing of the 
past; but who knows of them any- 
way? 

MUST GO 

Real, unused or imitation button- 
holes, and buttons on the sleeves 
are definitely unnecessary and 
must go. Sleeves need no cuffs. 

Whether it be a sport jacket, a 
tuxedo or an ordinary suit coat the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 


has ruled that the double breasted 
coat is a waste of material. 

No pencil pockets on the vests 
may create considerable inconveni- 
ence for a while for the man at 
the desk, but such eliminations as 
the back strap, the inside breast 
pocket, the double breast and the 
collars on single breasted vests will 
not be missed to any extent, 

Trousers are restricted to length 
of 35 inches, inside leg measure- 
ment, which makes almost every- 
one comfortably eligible. The knee 
width will be measured on a basis 
of 2212 inches for a size 32 waist 
and the trouser bottoms shall be 
1912 inches for the same size waist. 

Trousers will be worn about an 
inch lower at the waist as the rise 
of 12 inches is about an inch less 
than the average rise. The waist 
band is not to be more than two 
inches wide. 

Manufacturers must keep in mind 
a list of 15 eliminations from trouser 
making. No pleats, no cuffs, no ex- 
tension waist bands, no tunnel loops 
will be seen after May 1 

Pockets come in for their share 
of paring down with the watch 
pocket eliminated. Full top, pockeils 
and flaps on back pockets ‘are also 
out for the duration. Open lap seains 
or raised seams are also considercd 
a waste of time and material. 

Cloth belts, back or side straps, 
French flys and high English backs 
as outlets on the outseam or below 
the knee on the inseam are also out 
of the picture after May 1. 


COATS REMODELLED 

Overcoats, and spring and fall 
topcoats, come in for their share of 
pruning but not sufficiently to af- 
fect any but the unusually tall or 
unusually obese. Even they haven't 
much to worry over. as specia 
measures for such persons will be 
permitted upon application. 

That, dear readers is the picture 
of the next suit. It ‘appears to be 
greatly altered, but all-in-all, most 
6f the missing parts will be “behind 
the scene.” 

No trouser cuffs, will mean no 
dust catchers. No watch pockets in 
the trousers and no pencil pockels 
in the vests will mean looking for 
other places for the watch and pen- 
cils but the wrist and ear may have 
to do for the duration,

“Interest coupons on Province of 
Alberta bonds, direct and guaran- 
teed, may be outlawed under the 
Alberta Statute of Limitations 
unless they are cashed prior to the, 
expiration of six years after their 
respective due dates. 

“This is revealed in a report to 
bondholders issued by the Bond- 
holders’ Committee over the signa- 
turé of J. M. Macdonnell, 
man, 

“The report also Indicates that 
refunding discussions 
were interrupted when the caucus 
of the Social Credit members of 
the Alberta Legislature passed a 
resolution stating that it was “op- 
posed to the principle of any up- 
ward adjustment of interest rates 
in any refunding plan which may 
be undertaken by the government.” 


NEGOTIATE DEAL 

“Now, however, the Social Credit 
caucus seems to have reversed its 
position. Hon. Solon Low, provin- 
cial treasurer, has announced that 
the caucus, at a meeting on March 
20, authorized him to negotiate the 
best possible deal for refunding the 
public debt of Alberta. 

“According to Mr. Low, the gov- 
ernment’s refunding committee now 
has ‘a free hand to carry on and 
negotiate with bondholders to 
secure as equitable a refunding as 
we can before the next session |

“The bondholders’ report states 
that “the committee is willing to 
continue its conversations with the 
Alberta Government at any mutual- 
ly convenient time.” 


LEGAL OPINION 

“Since June, 1936, when the Al- 
berta Government first arbitrarily 
reduced interest on its bonds, the 
bondholders’ committee hag recom- 
mended that holders of Alberta| 
bonds should refrain. from cashing! 
coupons at the reduced rates. How- 
ever, in view of legal opinion that 
interest coupons which are six 
years or more in arrears may 
outlawed, the committee is inform- 
ing bondholders “that it can no 
longer continue its recommenda- 
tion that they should refrain from 
cashing coupons from time to time 
at the reduced rate. where such 
coupons are near to six years in ar- 
rears,” 

“The report makes it clear that 
the committee is, not withdrawing 
its recommendation against the 
cashing of coupons. It merely sug- 
gests that it may be prudent to cash 
coupons which are near to six 
years in arrears. As far as cou- 
Pons not near to six years in ar- 
rears are concerned, the recom- 
mendation against cashing stands, 

“In regard to overdue bonds the 
report points out that the commit- 
tee is informed that interest is be- 
ing collected at the reduced rates 
by certain bondholders, as a matter 
of precaution, prior to the expira- 
tion of six years from the date of 
maturity of such bonds. 


CASH COUPONS 


“The committee's legal advisers 
are not definitely of the view that 
the Alberta government can take 
advantage of its statute of limita- 
tions. There is a possibility that 
it can do so if it so desires and 
“the committee has been informed 
that certain holders of large 
amounts of Alberta securities who 
have hitherto refrained from cash- 
ing their coupons propose, as a! 
matter of prudence, from time to 
time to cash their coupons before 
the expiration of six years from 
their respective due dates.” 

“The legal position in which 
bondholders find themselves is 
somewhat unique. The action of the 
Alberta Government in arbitrarily 
reducing interest on its bonds has 
been declared illegal by the courts, 
including the Privy Council. Fur- 
thermore, there is no way they can | 
recover from the province by action | 
the principal or the whole amount} 
of their interest in arrears unless | 


REFUNDING DISCUSSIONS 

“The refunding discussions last 
year were initiated by the bond- 
holders following the proposal 
made by the Dominion Government 
for the provinces to vacate the per- 
sonal income and corporation tax 
fields. In discussing the application 
to Alberta of the alternative offers 
of compensation to the provinces, 
Minister of Finance [lsley made 
the following statement in the 
House of Commons: 

“if Alberta were te work out 
some refunding plan with its 
bondholders and was then to ask 
the Deminion to reconsider the 
basis on which the annual pay- 
ment is to be computed, we 
should be prepared to discuss the 
question or any other reasonable 
proposal that might be made.” 
“The report states that ‘having 

regard to the statement of Finance 
Minister Isley, the committee felt 
it desirable to again walt upon 
Premier Aberhart to see if, under 
the circumStances, any progress 
might now be made toward a s0)- 
ution of the problems confronting 
the province and its bondholders.”
